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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7 and 19 and 20, drawn to method of making a nutraceutical 
composition comprising a catechin and a PPARy ligand. 

Group II, claim(s) 8 - 13, drawn to a method of treating diabetes and/or obesity and 
syndrome X comprising consuming a catechin during administration of a PPARy ligand. 

Group III, claim(s) 14-18, drawn to a composition comprising a catechin and a PPARy 
ligand. 

A "special technical feature" is defined in PCT rule 13.2 as "those technical 
features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as 
a whole, makes over the prior art." The inventions listed as Groups I - III do not relate 
to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following 
reason. Isoda et al (Japanese patent publication 02-243622, published September 9, 
1990) teaches the same technical feature that defines the invention of a composition 
comprising a catechin and EPA or DHA, which are PPARy ligands (see abstract cited in 
Applicant's IDS). Since the invention as broadly claimed does not contain a special 
technical feature, unity of invention is lacking. 
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Groups I and III contain claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

A. Full agonist 

B. Partial agonist 

C. Selective PPARy modulator/agonist 

D. PPARy dual agonist or panagonist 

E. Thiazolidinedione 

F. PUFA 

G. Lugistilide 

H. Phytanic acid 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
